This  list  of  descendants  of  Jeremiah  Carleton,  our  great-grandfather,  was 
mainly  compiled  by  my  brother,  Prof.  Tracy  Elliot  Hazen,  before  1940,  and  since 
his  death  on  March  16,  1943,  I  have  completed  it  as  far  as  I  can.  Most  of  the 
names  and  dates  were  secured  by  1910  or  earlier,  and  it  has  been  impossible  to 
keep  contact  with  the  widely  scattered  branches  of  the  family  for  so  many  years. 
I  am  deeply  grateful  to  several  cousins  who  have  supplied  more  recent  information 
about  their  own  families,  and  hope  that  all  who  read  these  pages  may  find  their 
family  connection  correctly  given.  For  any  errors  in  names,  dates  or  places,  I 
crave  indulgence.

THE  ANCESTRAL  LINE 

1.  EDWARD  CARLETON,  our  immigrant  ancestor,  son  of  Walter 
Carleton,  was  born  in  Hornsea,  and  baptized  at  Beeford,  Yorkshire  East  Riding, 
20  Oct.  1610.  His  wife,  ELLEN  NEWTON,  daughter  of  Launcelot  and  Mary 
(Lee)  Newton,  was  baptized  at  Hedon,  Yorkshire,  24  Feb.  16 14.  They  were  mar¬ 
ried  at  St.  Martin,  Micklegate,  York,  3  Nov.  163 6.  Their  first  son,  John,  was 
probably  born  in  1637,  but  no  record  of  his  baptism  has  been  found.  On  or  about 
9  April,1638,  they  disposed  of  Ellen’s  ancestral  property,  and  soon  after  embarked 
with  the  party  of  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers  of  Rowley,  probably  from  Hull,  in  the 
ship  "John  of  London”,  which  arrived  in  Salem  or  Boston  in  the  autumn  of  1638. 
The  next  spring,  the  company  began  the  settlement  of  Rowley,  near  Newburyport, 
and  there  the  Carletons’  second  son,  Edward  was  the  first  recorded  birth,  28  Oct. 
1639. 

(My  brother  found  the  above  facts  by  extensive  research  in  the  parish  registers 
of  Yorkshire,  and  published  his  conclusions  on  the  ancestry  of  Edward  Carleton 
and  Ellen  Newton  in  two  articles  in  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical 
Register,  Vol.93,1939  and  Vol.94,1940.  The  supposed  line  of  19  generations, 
going  back  to  a  certain  Baldwin  de  Carleton  in  1066,  which  was  accepted  by  our 
uncle,  Rev.  Hiram  Carleton,  D.D.  and  by  many  others  in  this  country,  was  thus 
proved  incorrect.  The  name  in  early  records  is  spelled  both  'Carlton’  and 
'Carleton.’) 

Edward  Carleton  was  a  man  of  some  importance  in  the  Rowley  settlement, 
holding  various  offices.  He  returned  to  England  about  1649,  and  his  wife  and 
children  later.  No  further  record  of  the  parents  or  of  the  three  younger  children 
has  been  found,  and  it  is  supposed  that  they  remained  and  died  in  England.  John, 
the  eldest  son,  was  sent  back  to  New  England  with  a  letter  of  attorney,  by  which 
he  received  a  portion  of  his  father’s  estate.  From  him  are  descended  all  of  our 
Carleton  family  in  America.

Small  figures  at  the  right  of  names  indicate  the  number  of  generation,  tracing  back  to 
Edward  Hazen,  first  generation.  Our  immediate  ancestor,  Jeremiah  Carleton  3d  is  of  the 
6th  generation.  The  latest  generation  in  this  list  is  the  12th. 

Roman  numerals  show  the  order  of  children  in  each  family;  but  grandchildren  have 
Arabic  numerals.  Each  individual  is  also  given  an  Arabic  number  in  the  left  margin;  that 
number  is  repeated,  in  bold-faced  type,  and  indented,  when  that  person  appears  as  the  head 
of  a  family,  with  the  name  in  capitals.

Jeremiah  was  born  on  the  farm  of  his  father  in  Lyndeboro,  and  removed  in 
1794  to  Barre,  Vt.,  where  he  cleared  his  farm  on  "East  Hill”;  many  of  the  old 
stumps  I  remember  being  still  in  fences  in  the  ’80’s.  The  farm  continued  in  pos¬ 
session  of  his  son  David,  our  grandfather,  and  we  Hazen  brothers  worked  there  in 
succession  during  summers,  coming  from  our  home  in  Jericho  and  Richmond. 
After  his  death  in  1888,  his  son  Edwin  had  the  farm,  until  he  sold  it  about  1900, 
removing  with  his  mother  and  family  to  Barre  City.

1838;  resigned  1853  ;  served  churches  in  Barnstable  and  Stoneham,  Mass;  was 
ordained  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  1866;  rector  at  Woods  Hole,  1866- 
81;  a  notable  scholar  in  the  Greek  New  Testament;  received  degree  of  D.D.  from 
Trinity  College,  1870. 

He  carried  on  research  in  the  history  of  the  Carleton  Family  for  many  years, 
in  America  and  England,  corresponding  with  persons  of  the  Carleton  name,  and 
compiling  a  line  of  descent  for  Edward  Carleton  of  Rowley  from  a  family  in 
Penrith,  Cumberland  County,  England  (now  shown  to  be  incorrect;  see  page  1); 
and  a  manuscript  Genealogy  of  the  Carleton  Family,  a  copy  of  which  is  deposited 
in  the  Library  of  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society  in  Boston.
